H ow ard Earl Crews, 14, son of 
Mrs. Mary Crews, 735 East Fourth 
street, was fatally wounded ab out 
3 o clock Sunday afternoon, when 
a .22 calib re gun, which he rested 
against, was accidently discharged. 
I he accident occurred on what is 
known as Sunshine or Tab le Rock, 
ab out five miles south of Sedalia, 
near Goodwill chapel. 
The b oy 
died within five minutes after his 
gun was discharged. 
The b oy's father, Henry Earl 
Crews, Sr., met a 
tragic death 
July 5, 19 35, when he was drow n­ 
ed while swimming in the Lake of 
the Ozarks, west of highway 65 
oridge, near Warsaw. 
H ow ard’s companion, Virgil Jer- 
rell, 704 East Fifth 
street, said 
that he and Crews walked out in 
the country, leaving home ab out 
II o'clock in the morning. 
They 
roamed 
through 
the 
woods, 
he 
said, and fired the gun several 
times. 
As they crossed a small 
b ranch H ow ard lost most of h 
shells and he b ecame rather 
set ab out it, Jerrell said.

Iii Spite Of Lo sses 
Japs Send Bo mber 
And Fighter Fo rce 
Against Po rt Mo resby

Po litics Is 
Seco nd To War 
In Interest 


Farmers Satisfied 
itb Rising Prices 
Fo r Their Pro ducts

Politics is playing second fiddle to 
the war this year in the middle 
west. 
Although six 
gov ernors, 
four 
and possib ly fiv e senators, and 
101 congressmen will b e elected, 
campaigns are starting slowly and 
the b allyhoo is restrained. 
A study of eight states in the 
middle of the country — Illinois, 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Wisconsin 
Minnesota, North and South Da­ 
kota—show's unusual lack of pub ­ 
lic interest in politics or in any 
issue not associated with winning 
the war. 
The surv ey 
indicates 
farmers 
appear satisfied with the rising 
lev el of farm prices and do not 
seem to hav e united b ehind any 
one political mov ement. 
Oppo sed Pensio ns 
In 
Michigan, 
Minnesota 
and 
South Dakota, the reports show­ 
ed, v oters may take time o ut to 
spank 
other 
congressmen 
who 
tried to v ote themselv es pensions. 
Reaction to the pension 
v o te was 
especially b itter in these state. 
Only in Wisconsin and, to a les- 
er degree, Minnesota 
were 
pre- 
wrar v oting records considered an 
important election 
factor. 
Both 
states had strong isolationist dele-* 
gations in Washington. 
The concensus of political ob ­ 
serv ers throughout the region was 
that the present ratio of Repub li­ 
cans to Democrats 
in 
congress 
(Roughly two to one) would b e 
maintained for another two years. 
G. O. P. Ho peful 
Incumb ents 
generally 
were 
fav ored in Illinois and Ohio. The 
GOP was b eliev ed to b e assured 
of v ictories in Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota. 
War has dumped sev eral un­ 
known factors into the midwest’s 
political arithmetic. 
Perhaps as 
many as 
125,000 
war 
workers 
hav e flocked into Indiana. Poli­ 
ticians do not know how these are 
going to v ote. South Dakota, with 
a population of 
6 40,000, has lost 
50,000 to the armed forces and 
w*ar industry in other states. Illi­ 
nois is permitting soldiers to v ote 
b y ab sentee b allot. 
General lack of interest in poli­ 
tics has b een reflected in the small 
size of campaign rallies. Many 
candidates find it hard to raise 
campaign funds and are curtailing 
their tours. Newspapers and the 
radio are b eing used increasingly 
to reach v oters.

8 W A Y S Y O U C A N H E L P 


1. SPEAK CLEARLY AND DIRECT­ 
LY INTO THE MOUTHPIECE. 
Hav ing to repeat y ourself takes time, 
and ties up the lines needlessly . Talk in 
normal tones with the lips a b ou t} j inch 
away from the mouthpiece. It’s better 
not to talk with a cigarette, pipe or 
pencil in y our mouth.

2. H A N G UP R EC EIVER CARE- 


FULLY. A book or other object under 
the rcceiv'cr may put y our telephone 
“ out of serv ice.” Replacing the receiver 
carefully will insure y our getting all in­ 
coming calls.

7. YOUR OPERATOR. At nearly a.l 
our switchboards she is handling more 
and more telephone calls ev ery day , 
using the sa m e equipment as before 
the war. We can no longer add what­ 
ev er she needs to meet new conditions 
as in peacetime. If she should be a few 
seconds late in answering when y ou 
try to call, please be patient with her. 
She is alway s doing the best she can 
with the means av ailable.
